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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUltOPE. 

London, Feb. 21.— The Times con- 
siders the signs unfavorable for an 
early ]>eace wi-h tlio Boers. 

London, Feb. 21.— Parnell, speak- 
ing at Clare, Kings county, yesterday, 
vigorously denounced the government 
for introducing the coercion bill, and 
charged the ministers with trying to 
intimidate, and with deliberate con- 
spiracy to prevent him from exorcis- 
ing his constitutional right in speaking 
in parliament. In the case of threatened 
eviction he advised neighboring 
peoplo to plow up their land, in 
order to prevent tho landlord from 
grazing his cattle thereon. 

London, Feb. 21. — The house of 
commons was crowded this afternoon 
when notice was given that tho ques- 
tion would bo put to-morrow whether 
ParnolPs speecli at Clare yesterday, 
especially that passage relative to plow- 
ing up land, was not an incitement to 
punishable offenses. The notice was 
received with cheers. 

Gladstone said the government had 
taken steps which appeared to them to 
be best qualified to promote a satisfac- 
tory settlement with the boers and 
stop the infusion of blood. He de- 
clined to enter into details. 

Sir Charles "Wood worth Dilke, under 
foreign secretary, said his belief that 
the Russians do not intend to advance 
on Merv was founded on information 
received from Lord Dufi'erin, British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg, and from 
the British minister of Persia. 

Gladstone's motion that at midnight 
the remaining clauses of and amend- 
ments to the protection bill be put 
forthwith was carried, 115 to 0:2. The 
minority included 7 conservatives and 
(5 radicals. 

London, Fob.' 21. — English mem- 
bers who voted in tho minority on 
Gladstone's motion that at midnight 
the remaining clauses and amendments 
to protection bill be put forthwith, are: 
John Holker, conservative; John 
Healy, liberal conservative ; Henry 
Tyler, conservative; John P. Edwards, 
liberal; McDonald, (liberal, Gorst, con- 
servative; Edward Clarke, conservative; 
Alex. Hope, liberal conservative; Burt, 
radical, and Lewis, of Olstnr, conser- 
vative. 

Munich, Feb. 10. — At a masked 
fete of students at the Academy of 
Painting yesterday, the costumes of 
some of the students caught fire. Hour 
were burned to death and eigiit seri- 
ously injured. The accident was due 
to one of the artists, dressed in the 
costume of the Esquimaux, setting fire 
to his dress in lighting a cigar and 
rushing in terror among others similar- 
ly attired. 

Munich, Feb. 20. — Four more stu- 
dents died from injuries Friday night. 

Athens, Feb. 22. — In the chamber 
of deputies yesterday the decrees were 
submitted calling to arras all men 
above twenty-one years of age who 
have served three months or more in 
the army. Decrees were also present- 
ed empowering the government to ad- 
mit foreign officers into the Greek 
army, provided they become Greek citi- 
zens, and notifiying their organization 
to the financial department of the army. 

Cologne, Feb. 22. — Greece will pro- 
sent a note to the powers demanding 
admission to the pourpales at Constan- 
tinople, and if refused will make tiie 
widest reservation with reference to 
the decisions arrived at. 

Berne, Feb. 22. — Droz, previously 
vice president, has been elected presi- 
dent of the Swiss confederation in oluce 
of Sanderwert, deceased. 

London, Feb. 22. — Parnell and oth- 
er Irish members will address their 
constituents on Sunday. 

Tho Daily tfew$ says the improve- 
ment of Ireland continues. It is pro- 
bable the government will not proceed 
with the arms bill. 

Arrangements are being made for a 
land meeting in each county in Ireland 
outside of Ulster on Sunday. 

It is understood negotiations has be- 
gun between General Colley and tho 
Boers and it is expected a truce will 
soon bo arranged. 

London, Feb. 22. — In the house of 
commons tho attorney general stated 
the objectionable parts of Parncll's 
speech at Clare should receive his care- 
ful attention. The announcement was 
received with cheers. 

Sir Charles Dilke said ho expected to 
receive an invitation to the internation- 
al monetary conference shortly. 

Liverpool, Feb. 25.— By advices 
from Axim on Gold Coast it is re- 
presented that the Icing of Ashautec 
can put 90,000 men in the field. 

London, Feb .22.— In the house of 
common sMundella, a vice president of 
tlio council, said tho government did 
not intend at present to prohibit tho 



importation of pork from the. United 
States. 

Gladstone said he could not give de- 
tails of the land bill until he presents 
the bill in the house of^commons with 
a clear prospect of proceeding there- 
with. 

Paris, Feb.22.— De La Franconnier, 
Bonapartist member of the chamber of 
deputies, who recently gavo in his ad- 
herence to the republic, offered himself 
for reelection from tho department of 
Orme yesterday and was defeated. Ho 
polled 3,000 votes; the republican can- 
didate polled T>,000 and the legitamist 
candidate 3500. 

London, Feb. 22. — The Times seri- 
iously hopes France will devise a mild- 
er measure than prohibiting the import- 
ation of American pork. 

Vienna, Fob. 22. — Bulgarian and 
Danubian fortresses are being repaired 
anil armed. 

St. Pktkhsiiu u<j, Feb. 22. —Tho 
Golos announces thai the treaty bo- 
tween Russia and China is expected to 
be ready for signature in about one 
week after w hich MarquisTzeng, Chinese 
ambassador, will go to Paris to settlo 
some pending questions between France 
and China, but his departure from St. 
Petersburg cannot lie oonsidered as 
final until the formal ratification of the 
treaty has been received from Pekin 
and Russia's ratification has been for- 
warded thither. 

PARIS, Feb. 2 1.—- In the chamber of 
deputies premier Ferry said neither tho 
war minister nor government had ever 
promised 30,000 muskets to Greece. 
The Greek government had asked for 
them, but the request had been refused. 
He declared that only the desired ma- 
terial bad been sold, and some parties 
succeeded in acquiring a certain num- 
ber of converted muskets and suitable 
cartridges; but the government on be- 
ing informed of the matter stopped 
their delivery. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
A Newcastle dispatch states: Gen. 
"Woods with 100 Hussars made a ro- 
connoisance of over 75 miles, and pen- 
etrated within 40 miles of Waker- 
stroorn. He found the country almost 
deserted. The general assured the in- 
habitants that Boers who return to 
their farms immediately will not bo 
molested. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San FitANCiscOjFeb. 25. — The ICalloch 
case this morning has been developed to 
tho cross examination. Nothing now 
been elicited except that Read, one of 
the witnesses of the shooting, testified 
that he and Spear went to the Chron- 
icle office that evening to obtain a 
copy of the pamphlet villifyiiig the 
prisoner's father; but that Chas. De 
Young informed them that he had 
none. 

EASTERN STAT EH. 

Washington, Feb. 22. — Senator 
Logan stilted positively yesterday that 
Robert T. Lincoln would bo appointed 
secretary of war. 

Republican senators are surprised at 
Blaine not resigning, as his successor 
cannot be elected until his resignation 
is received. No doubt is expressed 
that Blaine will be secretary of state, 
and it is concluded he will retain his 
seat until March Ith and help organize 
the new senate. 

The resolution' from the military 
committee condemning tho appoint- 
ment by General Sherman of General 
Field, ex-confederate doorkeeper of the 
houso, to the command of a division 
during the inaugural ceremonies creat- 
ed a breeze here. 

Somerset, Ky., Feb. 22. — Harvey 
Russell started on Saturday from a 
spelling match to attend speaking at 
some distance. Not returning at the 
proper time search was made and he 
was found by the roadside, stabbed in 
twenty-two places, and his skull crush- 
ed. One hundred and fifty dollars, a 
watch, and other articles were missing. 
Five men were arrested, who were 
seen with him shortly after he left the 
spelling match. 

New York, Eeb. 22.— Judge Black 
said at the anti-monopoly meeting last 
night tli at the railroads between hero 
and Chicago have made in one year 
from ten to fifteen per cent more than 
they ought to have. These roads havo 
been doing exactly that for which you 
send a man to Sing Sing for. 

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 22.— It is said 
to bo a faot that Folger will be secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 22. — The house 
rejected the bill allowing women to 
vote for presidential electors. 

New York, Feb. 22. — There was 
great interest at the Metropolitan muse- 
um this afternoon, when secretary 
Evarts presented to the United States 
in behalf of the Khedive the obelisk. 

"Washington, Feb. — Although Sen- 
ator Carpontor is quite ill his attending 
physician sees decided improvement, 
and is confident ho will recover. It is 
not likely, however, he will be able to 
take part in the organization of tho 
Senate. 

Chicago, Feb. 22.— Some interest- 
ing statistics are found in the report of 
workshops inspectors made to-day. 
There are 5240 workshops and factories, 
7411 stores and 1790 miscellaneous; 
total number employed 125,125, of 
whom 100,503 are 'males, G722 are 
boys under fifteen and 143G are girls. 
The largest number of establishments 



are in the grocery business, the tail- 
oring and clothing shoe making and 
meat business and cigars. American 
laborers prevail in printing, binding, 
i publishing, grocery, dry goods,, tailor- 
ing, hardware, railway, ami furniture 
establishments. Irishmen most largely 
represented in rolling mills, foundries, 
lumber yards, box factories, etc. Ger- 
mans in distilling, and furniture, ci- 
gars, confectionary, bakery, iron and 
brass establishments. The inspector 
finds no diseases peculiar to any of tho 
occupations. Consumption is most pre- 
valent among housewives ind labor- 
ers, clorks and seamstresses in tho ord- 
er named.

praying for yet. "While tho lamp 
hold out to burn,"ota,thereis a chance 
even for members of the local legisla- 
ture to discern the errors of their ways, 
desist from the pursuit of the pomps 
and vanities of this world and direct 
their minds to the contemplation of 
spiritual matters. "This is a glorious 
province," quoth Lord Dufferin in 
1876. "This is a Godless province," 
remarked a divine who recently occu- 
pied a pulpit iu this city. Which was 
right? Both. The noble earl referred 
to temporal blessings enjoyed. Tho 
miniiter to spiritual possibilities 
. neglected. The carl saw only tho 
broad'pastures, the rich coil, the auri- 
ferous streams, the agentiferous lodes, 
the fossil measures, the big trees, tho 
illimitiblo fisheries, the delightful cli- 
mate. The preacher recognized all tho 
material advantages which captivated 
tho senses of the earl. He saw a land 
with resources capable of wide ex- 
pansion— the future home of millions 
of human beings — inhabited by a 
thankless people. He saw schools 
supported from the public purse opened 
and closed without any religous exer- 
cises whatever. He saw churches lan- 
guishing for want of support. Hnsavr 
r legislature within whoso por- 
tals it would have been con- 
sidered an act of high treason to in- 
troduce a Bible. Ho saw that body 
convened for the dispatch of business 
and dissolved at the conclusion of its 
labors without the slightest allusion to 
the existence of a Supreme Being or 
an invocation being breathed for divine 
guidance. All these ho saw and 
marvelled greatly that a people singu- 
larly blest with resources which drew 
from tho distinguished visitor the en- 
thusiastic remark just quoted were ap- 
parently so thankless as to refuse to 
acknowledge the goodness, tho power 
and tho niercy'bf a Supremo Being. If 
the admiration of tho earl was war- 
ranted, tho complaint of tho preacher 
was at least justifiable. Within tho 
past few weeks the minds of members 
of the legislature have become im- 
pressed with the belief that they stand 
to tho country in tho relation of ex- 
emplars; — that if moral reformation 
is to be inaugurated they are tho men 
who are to start the movement. Hence 
wo find that the falso step which ban- 
ished religion from tho schools) has 
been retraced and that prayers are to 
be read at tho opening and closing of 
tho exercises each day. A ball onco 
set in motion rolls rapidly down the 
hillside gathering impetus as it ad- 
vances. Atheism having been banished 
from the schools, the legislators, cast- 
ing about for something else to reform, 
have suddenly remembered that refor- 
mation, like charity, to be effective, 
should begin at home. Accordingly, 
Mr. Ferousox has placed on the notico 
board a resolution to provide for the 
opening and closing of the House with 
prayer by Mr. Speaker. The resolution 
will come up to-day for discussion. If 
school-children will bo benefitted by a 
daily reminder that God is great, and 
good, and just, how much more will mem- 
bers of tho legislature bo improved if 
a few moments of each day are devoted 
to prayer. If there is any improve- 
ment it must be for the better. 



search at the British Museum and gives 
the following result of his inquiries: 
"Some sixteen years since much excite- 
ment was caused by the publication of 
some so-called prophecies, alleged to 
have been given to the world by a cer- 
tain 'Mother Shipton' upwards of 400 
years ago. It is gravely asserted that 
Mother Shipton's prophecies were tirst 
published in a printed book' in 1448, 
which book is now in the library of the 
British Museum. Of course this can- 
not bo true, as the first printed book is 
the h'nzarino Biblo, dated from 1450- 
55. This falsehood boing exposed, an- 
other has been resorted to. Tho printed 
book bocahie a manuscript. The exis- 
tence of such a manuscript is altogether 
fabulous. The truth is that not till 
the year 1641 were any of Mother 
Shipton's prophecies given to tho world 
in print or in writing. This book the 
British Musoum does possess, but there 
is not to bo found in it any of those 
anticipaxions of tho steam engine, the 
balloon, railways, tho Crystal Palace, 
etc., which have so startled tho credul- 
ous, 

"In 1862 a Mr. Charles Hindley, of 
Brighton, published 'an edition' of 
Mother Shipton's Prophecies, and here 
for the first time were given the 
rhymes which contain theso pretonded 
predictions of things which had already 
happened. This book aroused a con- 
troversy about tho existence, life and 
prophecies of Mother Shipton, which 
was continued from time to time in 
'Notes and Queries,' and in series IV., 
vol. XI,, tho editor announces that 
Mr. Hindley has acknowledged that he 
is the author of the prophetic 
rhy iin's." 

It is also bolievod that Hindley in- 
terpolated some lines of his own. The 
lines :

England rfhall at last admit a Jew. 

are given as samples of these; but it 
has not yet been shown that the pre- 
diction regarding 1881 was one of 
fehese interpolations.

A few feet from the 
mouth of the cave is the famous Dripp- 
ing Well, tho water of which has power 
to petrify articles hung in it in the 
spaco of threo to six months. Gloves, 
stuffed birds, hats, etc., are regularly 
petrified there and sold to curious 
visitors.

NOTICE OF MOTION. 

Mr. Mara to movo on Monday next 
that in the opinion of this Houso'it is de-

Sohool Roturns. 

The returns asked for by Mr. Pimbury 
and granted by the House on tho Slat 
ult. were yesterday placed in the hands 
of members. Under tho head of appro- 
priations for increase of teachers, or for 
increase of accommodation from Julv 
1878 to 31st Jan. 1881 we mid that 
majority of the settlers mi the north 
end of Gabriola Island applied in Doc. 
1878 forjhalf of teacher's time. As at 
least a majority of those trustees aro res- 
idents of the southern end of the Island 
it is to be presumed that the northern 
families aro still without tho opportunity 
of useing a public school as they tiro 
too far removed from the present school 
house to reach it. New Westminster city 
trustees applied for an assistant teacher 
in December, 1878, and their request was 
granted in April, 1870. In January, 
187'J, they applied for a griMit of 8750 to 
build an addition [o the school house. 
Three months later for .8500 for increased 
accommodations. Failing in both of those 
they tried to get permission to rent a 
building at §10 or .815 in order so relievo 
the over crowded condition of the school 
house. This also n us denied them. About 
a year ago the)' again returned to the 
charge; this time with a modest request 
for 8350 for extending their school accom- 
modations. Three months after thisthcir 
request was granted. Applications for a 
high school in January and a new school 
houso in December of last year were both 
disregarded. Tho Lillooet trustees ob- 
tained a new school house in 187'.'. An 
application for an assistant teacher in 
South Saanich in 1S70 was denied; but, 
tho district was divided; a new school 
houso built and a teacher provided in 1880. 
This in so small and compact a district 
as South Saanich can only lie character- 
ized as an unnecessary expenditure of 
school funds, to the detriment of other 
sections of tho province requiring schools 
and fairly entitled to them for years past. 
South Cowichan obtained 8100 for tho 
erection of a now school houso and an ap- 
plication from the North Cowichaii trus- 
tees for an increase of 820 a month in 
teacher's salary to enable them to employ 
ono teacher at the school house and anoth- 
er at Maplo Bay at 840 per month each 
was referred back to the school board. 
Next follows a long list of applications in 
1880 which wero refused en tho plea of 
"No Bum on estimates." Among those 
is one from the Victoria trustee board for 
the establishment of an infant school, 
Esquimalt, a new school building, Na- 
naimo, fitting up of second story of girls' 
school building. Nicola Valley, another 
teachur, making one for each school. 
Chililwliack, n new school houso. 'Wel- 
lington, an addition to building. 

The next table deals witli petitions for 
the creation of school districts from Sep- 
tember, 1878, to January 31, 1881.

damage had been dono and was told not 
any; i>aid that if the caso was settled 
without going into court ho would tako 
§10 each for the dogs that had been shot. 

Henry Spofford corroborated tho evi- 
dence abovo'given. 

Nothing further of importance was eli- 
cited from the evidence of Samuel Smith. 

This closed the caso for tho prosecution. 

Mr. Drake submitted that no case had 
been made out and that it should at once 
be dismissed. • No ono had been charged 
with tho offence in question individually. 
The two defendants could not have both 
shot the clog, and it had not been stated 
which of them did it. Casos were cited 
to prove that it was not unlawful to kill 
dogs running shocp. Tho complainant 
had his remedy in tho Courts and beforo 
a jury if he felt aggrieved. On the first 
point, therefore, thero was no proof which 
of tho dofendants shot the dog; and, se- 
condly, tho act was lawful and pro- 
per under the circumstances.

It remains 
for a British Columbia legislature to 
tell foreign capitalista whether such a 
bill as the present sacrificing the rights 
of individuals for the private benefit 
of a particular corporation can be pass- 
ed. 

5. The bill as submitted provided 
no time limit for the commencement of 
construction nor any provision as to tho 
time within which the line was to be 
completed, nor for that matter any 
guaranteo that the project was honest- 
ly intended to bo carried out. Hence 
the value of contiguous lands would 
be clouded forever by a Bill which 
(subject to correction) is unprecedented 
in any legislature. 

G. The bill is unintelligible to any 
reader other than one who has access 
to and is familiar with the statutes of 
Great Britain for it incorporates by re- 
ference numerous clauses of an English 
act many of which (no doubt uninter- 
esting to the company) are entirely 
omitted. 

Landholders are left in entire ignor- 
ance as to how their interests are to be 
affected.

To the EditoS— We observe in your 
issue of tho 22nd inst. that tho lion, 
tho attorney general during the debate 
on Mr. Drurnniond'a motion relative to 
the claims of Reed Bros, is represented 
to have .said: — 

"It has been the duty of tho govern- 
ment to protect tlni publio purse. Thi3 
was a raid upon it by a firm who ealne in- 
to this House asking it to authorize tho m 
inasmuggled-iu seetionof the Property Bill 
(clauso 17)to ask tho Houso to allow them 
to tako 5 per cent, out of a widows' and 
orphans' estato in which they had been 
acting as executors." 

That iH rather a serious charge and 
if tho facts are as he has stated the 
firm in question merit tho remark he 
has maile and an epithet equal in force 
to any that has ever, whether rightly or 
wrongly, been hurled at him. 

As the claims of Keed Bros, have 
beon entrusted to our care, and the 
draft of the bill referred to was pro- 
pared in our office, niul wo havo also 
boen acting for tho executors of the 
will of a late merchant in this city, it 
appears to us that he could havo allud- 
ed to none other than ourselvos. It 
will therefore bo ns well that we should 
state the facts which are simply ns fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Drake having been requested by 
Mr. Walkem to prepare a bill relating 
to property and trustees prepared the 
draft of the bill which was introduced 
into Ihe House by Mr. Walkem iu which 
were two clauses, 10 and 17, tho object 
of clause IG having been to enable a 
judge (pending a suit for tho admin- 
istration of the estate of any deceased 
person) to direct an allowance to be 
made for the support of the widow and 
orphans sons to nssimilato the laws as 
regards the remuneration of executors 
and administrators by enabling a judgo 
to make a similar order in favor of an ox- 
ocutor when passing his accounts as the 
ordor ho now has powor to make if tlio 
same person instead of being an exocutor 
had been an administrator, that is to say: 
" To order that the person should bo at 
liberty to retain for his services a sum 
not exceeding four per cent, on tho gross 
value of thoperson's estate got in by him. 

When Mr. Drake called at Mr. SValk- 
om's office with reference to the bill the 
latter said ho did not approve of the 
clauso (10) relating to the widows, &o, 
and that thero was not any occasion for the 
clause '•' 17 " authorizing an allowance to 
executors because it was already provided 
by Btatutc. Mr. Drako subsequently men- 
tioned to Mr. Jackson tho purport of tho 
conversation with Mr. Walkem, and as 
they could not find any statuto authoriz- 
ing tho allowance Mr. Jackson called at 
Mr. Walkein's office and statod to Mr. 
Walkoni that they had not succeeded in 
finding any such authority. Mr. Walkem 
then said tho clauso propareel by Mr. 
Drako had been printed in the bill and 
produced to Mr. Jackson a copy of tho 
bill. 

Now, sir, you have tho facts on which 
Mr. Walkem, tho attorney-goneral, has 
gono out of his way to stato in tho Houso 
(where wo could not roply) that our firm 
came into this House asking it by a smug- 
gled in section of tho property bill (clauso 
17), &c. , &c," merely because wo 
had been endeavoring to obtain from tho 
government, of which he is tho loader, 
that which we belie vo to be only a just 
recognition of tho rights of our clients, 
Messrs. Reed Brothers. 

Was the clauso smuggled into the bill? 
Tho action of tho executors referred to 
on behalf of the family of tho deceased 
merchant is well known to many of our 
leading citizens; probably to fow hotter 
than Mr. Walkem himself, and wo ven- 
ture to assert that it does not justify 
either the inference ho has drawn or the 
statement ho has made. 

Mr. Walkem is notorious for reckless 
assertions and few that he has over made 
aro wider from the truth than his roputod 
utterances in tho House.

That parseley eaten with vinegar 
will remove the unpleasant effects of

That cakes, puddings, tfcc, ane^' im- 
proved by making tho currants, sugar, 
and ilour hot beforo using them. 

That lamp shades of ground glass 
should be cleaned with .soap or pearl- 
ash ; these will not injuro or discolour 
them. 

That white satin shoes may be 
cleaned by rubbing them with bluo 
and stone flannel, and afterwards clean- 
ing them with bread. 

That gold laco may bo cleaned by 
rubbing it with a soft brush, dipped in 
rocho alum, burnt, and sifted- to a very 
fine powder. 

That oarthy mould should never b« 
washed from potatoes, carrots, or other 
roots, until immediately before they 
aro to bo cooked. 

That cold boiled potatoes used ai 
soap will clean the hands and keep the 
skin soft nnd healthy. Those not over 
boiled aro tho best. 

That charcoal powder is good for 
polishing knives without destroying 
the blades. It is also a good tooth 
powder when pulverized. 

That potato water in which potatoes 
havo been scraped, the water bfilig al- 
lowed to settle.aud ufterwards strained, 
is good forspongiug dirt out of silk. 

That straw matting may be cleaned 
with a large coarse cloth, dipped in 
salt and water, and then wiped dry._ 
Tho salt prevents the straw from turn" 
ing yellow. 

That buttermilk is cxcollent for 
cleaning sponges. Steep the sponge 
in the milk for some hours, then Bqueejo 
it out, and wash it in cold water. 
Lemon juice is also good. 

That tea leaves used for keeping 
down the dust when sweeping carpets,* 
are apt to stain light colours ; salt is 
the best in the winter and now mown 
hay in the summer. 

That a piece of linen cloth dipped in 
turpentine and wrapped round the too 
on which a soft corn is situated will 
give relief, and after a few days will 
disappear. 

That rusty black Italian crape may 
bo restored by dipping in skimmed 
milk and water, with a bit of fine glue 
dissolved in it, and made scalding hot. 
It should be clapped and pulled dry, 
like muslin. 

That the white of an ogg, into which 
a piece of alum about the size of a wal- 
nut bus been stowed until it forms a 
jelly, is a capital remedy for sprains. 
Ir. should be laid over the sprain upon 
a piece of lint, and bo changed as often 
as it becomes dry. 

That a lump of fresh quicklime the 
size of a walnut dropped into a pint 
of water nnd allowed to stand all 
night, the water being poured off from 
the sediment, and mixed with a quarter 
of a pint of tho best vinegar, forms a 
good wash for scurf in tho head. It is
